THE focus was on a changing fu¬ 
ture at this year’s Mayor Making 
ceremony in Lyme Regis, where 
Councillor Owen Lovell was of¬ 
ficially installed as mayor for the 
second year. 

The traditional event was held in a 
packed Guildhall on Wednesday 
evening, where many speakers made 
comments on an uncertain and chal¬ 
lenging future for the town council due 
to major changes in local government. 

Councillor Lovell was nominated to 
continue serving as mayor for the com¬ 
ing year by Councillor Cheryl 
Reynolds, who later, when proposing a 
toast to him, said her reasons for doing 
so were simple. 

“He has fulfilled all my expectations 
in making this council a council we can 
be proud of and which works hard for 
its residents,” she said. 

In his response, Councillor Lovell 
said: “It is with immense pride and 
trepidation that I stand here. I say trep¬ 
idation because that last year has flown 
by and we have had quite a successful 
year, with the completion of some 
major projects such as the skatepark 
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and play park.” 

Councillor Lovell said he believed 
the town council was now a “cohesive 
council” that worked well together. He 
thanked the officers, staff and fellow 
councillors for their support and out¬ 
lined the work of the council over the 
past year, including the large financial 
grants it had approved and the many 
civic functions he had attended. 

In making the toast to the town coun¬ 
cil, local historian Ken Gollop told sev¬ 
eral humorous stories about past 
councillors, but finished on a serious 
note, commenting: “The town is faced 
with major changes in local govern¬ 
ment and we don’t know what we will 
be left with. I wish the council all the 
best for the future.” 

In his response, Councillor Richard 
Doney said “the future is difficult for a 
lot of councils because of changes at 
county and district levels”. 

“We need to be careful in how we 
progress but progress we must,” he 
added.

Residents object to National Trust 
plans for'stark'Ware Lane house 


THE National Trust has scaled back its plans to sell 
off land at Ware Lane in Lyme Regis, but neighbour¬ 
ing residents still have concerns over the scale and 
design of a new house proposed for the site. 

The Lyme Regis Society - which aims to preserve 
the architectural and natural beauty of the town - 
previously objected to the National Trust’s plans to 
see of a section of land at Ware Lane which it raised 
funds to help the trust buy in the 1980s. 

The society raised £27,000 of the £38,000 needed 
for the National Trust to buy 11.9 hectares of land 
in 1987, when the society was chaired by the late au¬ 
thor John Lowles, with the intention that the land 
would be held in perpetuity for the benefit of the 
public. 

In 2011, 11.7 hectares of the land were declared 
“inalienable”, meaning it would be held in perpetu¬ 
ity for the public, but the 0.2-acre area was kept back 
as investment land. 

It was announced earlier this week that the trust 
was planning to sell off this 0.2-acre section of land, 
which included an area currently occupied by redun¬ 
dant farm buildings and an adjacent triangular field. 

The site would be sold with detailed planning con¬ 
sent for a two-storey house, and the trust would 
place restrictive covenants on the land meaning the 
plans could not be altered after the sale. The pro¬ 
posal was met with strong opposition from the soci¬ 
ety and Ware Lane residents, and a special meeting 
with representatives of the National Trust was called 
on Thursday to discuss the matter. 

The trust’s general manager of the north and west 
region, Helen Mann, announced at the meeting that 
they had listened to local concerns and were no 
longer planning to sell of the triangular field - just 
the area occupied by the redundant farm buildings 
with a scaled down proposal for the two-storey 
dwelling. Ms Mann added that the trust would be 
seeking “inalienable” status for the triangular field, 
so it would be kept “forever for everyone” and 
would not be developed in the future. 

Needlessly aggressive 

While this news was welcomed, objectors still 
raised concerns with the design and the height of the 
proposed three-bedroom house, which was de¬ 
scribed by one resident 
as “needlessly aggres¬ 
sive”. 

Lyme Regis Society 
chairman Chris Savory 
said: “I think it’s a sig¬ 
nificant improvement 
that you have removed 
plans to sell the triangu¬ 
lar field. Had that re¬ 
mained we would have 
been in serious opposi¬ 
tion. 

“I find it difficult to 
argue that there’s no de¬ 
velopment potential on 
that site because the 
farm buildings are re¬ 
dundant but we want the 
scale and design of the 
building to be sympa¬ 
thetic to others.” 

One resident raised 
concerns that there was 
no guarantee that the tri¬ 
angular field would be 
made inalienable and 
asked if there were any 
other guarantees the Na¬ 
tional Trust could make 
to ensure the site was 
not further developed in 
future. 

Ms Mann said: “We 
can make it happen very 
fast and you can have 
my word. We have made 
the decision that we are 
not going to develop that 
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area.” 

Several residents objected to the steepness of the 
pitched rood and the height of the chimney, which 
would be 1.5 to two metres above the existing height 
of the farm buildings, and asked if this could be re¬ 
duced. 

Lyme resident John Lello expressed concerns that 
the “train had already left the station” and decisions 
had already been made regarding the site. 

Ms Mann asked Mr Lello to see the situation from 
the National Trust’s perspective, saying they did not 
want to “waste money” repairing the redundant farm 
buildings, which had become a “liability”, and the 
money raised from the sale of the site would go to¬ 
wards conservation work in the wider area. 

She added that the trust wanted to come to a deci¬ 
sion “with the support of Lyme Regis”. 

Mr Savory said he thought the trust would “strug¬ 
gle to get permission for the type of building put for¬ 
ward”, adding: “I think you will get a lot of 
objections. My sense is that your design is a little bit 
stark in its site. It needs to be more sympathetic.” 

Ms Mann replied: “We want to please as many 
people as possible. Getting it right for the commu¬ 
nity is a really difficult thing to do. I don’t think we 
have got it quite right yet and we might have to go 
back to the drawing board.” 

One resident also suggested that the community 
could help to raise the £30,000 needed to restore the 
farm buildings to prevent the trust from proceeding 
with its plans to sell the land and build the proposed 
house. 

Mr Savory said that the trust would be “forgoing 
value” if they were to do this, but a resident pointed 
out that money for the land was given to them in the 
first place. 

After the National Trust representatives left the 
meeting, it was agreed to push forward a three-point 
plan - to press for inalienability of the triangular 
field as soon as possible; to raise the possibility to 
raising funds locally to restore the farm buildings; 


or in the event that this does not happen, to push for 
scaled down plans for the house with regards to its 
height.

JEFF SCOWEN 

EVENTS: Let’s not lose 
them through lack of sup¬ 
port. Whatever the initial 
savings they are far out¬ 
weighed by the loss of 
visitor spend revenue and 
the benefit to our commu¬ 
nity. If we are complacent 
we will miss out increas¬ 
ingly to nearby towns. We 
no longer have the coast 
to ourselves. Let’s not 
forget that the visitor pound sustains 
our town. 

LYME’S ARTISTS: Craftsman, mu¬ 
sicians and business people could be 
used more. Many will work freely es¬ 
pecially for charitable events. Also 
let’s try and involve the whole town 
when an event is on so as to spread the 
benefits to all. A weekly market is 
something we could try. 

TRALLIC AND CAR PARKING: 
Review it. Increasing the hours and 
frequency park and ride facilities, bet¬ 
ter road signage, traffic lights and 
crossings should also be considered as 
should more free parking for resi¬ 
dents. 

SIGNAGE for attractions, events and 
car parks should be more prominent 
and widespread. Lor example the 
Town Mill is difficult to find when in 
town or from the car parks.

Let’s consider development of new or 
existing sites both in and outside the 



town. 

SEAGULLS: A problem 
but we could use hawks, 
have more instructional 
signs and use kite shaped 
hawks on roof tops. 
TOILETS should remain 
spotlessly clean; cost is a 
secondary issue. 
COMMUNITY SUP¬ 
PORT for the elderly, the 
infirm and single parents 
is essential as is promot¬ 
ing our food bank and affordable 
housing for residents. St Ives has just 
passed a law: All new build homes 
must be for residents and not sold on 
as second homes. 

CONNECTIVITY: Unless your mo¬ 
bile phone is on EE there is no 3/4G 
around Lyme. This means no mobile 
data. Also the Town Council on Lace- 
book and Twitter? 

LYME REGIS DEVELOPMENT 
TRUST: Use them more. They have 
the expertise, the staff and the ability 
to raise funds with their influence ex¬ 
tending to district and county levels. 

I AM a Company Director with 35 
years running my own sales and mar¬ 
keting business. I’m a film maker, 
actor, reggae DJ, daily sea swimmer 
and have lived here for five years, but 
visited since I was a child. I come 
from Bognor Regis. I could have set¬ 
tled anywhere in the world but chose 
Lyme for it’s beauty and people.

Local fishing industry could 
benefit from £80,000 funding 


THE Dorset and East Devon fishing industry could 
soon be securing more than £800,000 from the Ma¬ 
rine Management Organisation, under the European 
Maritime and Fisheries Fund (EMFF), to benefit the 
local fishing industry and communities. 

The Marine Management Organisation licence, reg¬ 
ulate and plan marine activities in the seas around 
England and Wales and the EMFF supports fisheries, 
inland waters, aquaculture and maritime sectors. 

The Dorset Coast Forum, with the input of many or¬ 
ganisations within the fisheries sector, submitted an 
application to form a Dorset and East Devon Fisheries 
Local Action Group (FLAG) and have been success¬ 
ful in the first round. 

Six FLAGs in England have got through to the next 
stage, where they are required to write a community 
led local development strategy to submit in the sec¬ 
ond round. 

Rob Clark, from the Southern Inshore Fisheries and 
Conservation Authority (IFCA), said: “The vibrant 
fisheries along the south coast are hugely important 
to local communities and the economy of the region. 
“Working with all interests in the fishery, in the es¬ 
tablishing a community led development strategy, 


will facilitate sustainable growth in this region.” 

The success in the first stage is very positive for the 
Dorset and East Devon coast, from Swanage to Beer, 
as the money it could bring in would give the local 
industry an economic boost. 

The money will be used to help local fisheries adhere 
to the new common fisheries policy, which requires 
the industry to become more sustainable and to max¬ 
imise economic growth opportunities within the fish¬ 
eries and aquaculture sectors. 

Bridget Betts, from the Dorset Coast Forum, said: 
“Getting a FLAG in Dorset and East Devon would be 
a real boost for these communities. 

“We are very excited to write our local development 
strategy with all those key organisations - working 
together with others is what we do best.” 

The local development strategy will be submitted to 
the Marine Management Organisation in August and 
the decision on which FLAGs will get funded will be 
made in October.

Church community in mourning 
following death of parish priest 


THE local church community is 
mourning the death of Father 
Michael Koppel, Catholic parish 
priest for Lyme Regis, Axminster 
and Seaton, who died on Wednes¬ 
day, May 19th. 

Father Michael was born on July 
30th 1946 and grew up in All 
Saints, near Axminster, where his 
mother ran a small farm. 

He attended Allhallows School 
in Rousdon and then to the Uni¬ 
versity of Oxford. He trained to be¬ 
come an accountant and worked 
for Price Waterhouse in London, 
during which time he became a 
Catholic and was received into the 
Church at The Brompton Oratory. 

Father Michael applied to the Bishop of Ply¬ 
mouth to train for the priesthood. He attended the 
Venerable English College and the Pontifical Gre¬ 
gorian University in Rome, studying for seven 
years for the priesthood, and was ordained July 
25th 1993 at The Sacred Heart Church, Exeter, and 
was a curate there. 

He was also the Hospital Chaplain in Exeter for a 
time and, for a short while, served as parish priest 
at Lynmouth. 

Between 1997 and 2003 was the parish priest in 
Okehampton before moving back to Axminster in 
2003 and becoming parish priest at both St Mary's 
Church in Axminster and the Church of St Michael 
& St George in Lyme Regis. He later also became 
parish priest at St Augustine's in Seaton, oversee¬ 
ing all three parishes. 

To make use of his background in accountancy, 
Father Michael had duties at the Diocesan Centre 
in Plymouth, engaged in committee work and 
held the title of Episcopal Vicar for Administration 
and Finance 

He was also a trustee for the Diocese and was re¬ 
sponsible for the training of Deacons to the 
churches in the Diocese. Father Michael was a 
foundation governor at St Mary's Catholic Primary 
School in Axminster and a member of the Axmin¬ 
ster Cantenian Association. 

Tributes have been paid to Father Michael from 
his three parishes. 

One commented: "He was kept busy running 
around looking after the three parishes as well as 
his Diocesan duties with greet speed! He was a 
very quiet gentle person who cared enormously 
about the people in his large scattered flock with 
great dignity. 

"Being such a private person he was not what 


you would call flamboyant in his 
approach in his dealings with 
people but his genuineness and 
care was evident. He had a wicked 
sense of humour which not many 
people saw, a highly intelligent 
man whose homilies were very 
meaningful and informative. 

"He was loved by many and he 
will be greatly missed by both 
parishioners, clergy and I am sure 
a wider circle of friends. May he 
rest in peace." 

Another tribute said: "Although 
he was native to the area, I first 
met Father Michael as our parish 
priest. He gave very thoughtful, 
intelligent sermons that came 

from the heart. 

"To meet him, he was shy but clever and he had 
a very dry, English sense of humour which could 
be stiletto sharp. He could construct a funny leg- 
pull at your expense, which you might see or 
might go over your head. It is only later that you 
appreciate the loss of such a man." 

Another commented:"Like a true disciple, when 
Father Michael heard the call he gave up every¬ 
thing to follow his Master. He left a prestigious job 
in London and started again at the bottom of the 
ladder in order to serve his Lord and his Church, 
and eventually to serve us, the parishioners of 
Axminster, Lyme and Seaton. 

"We will always remember his good humour, his 
wit and his short but thought provoking sermons. 
We have lost a dear Father, an exemplary priest 
and a true gentleman." 

A further tribute said: "Father Michael will be 
sorely missed by all three of our parishes, which he 
served for so many years. He was deeply commit¬ 
ted to looking after us all, and died while in post. 
We will each have our memories, but all of us will 
miss his very short but thought-provoking ser¬ 
mons." 

The Right Reverend Christopher Budd, Bishop 
Emeritus of Plymouth, commented: "I was Father 
Koppel's bishop from the time he started his stud¬ 
ies in Rome until 2014. During that period Father 
Michael was always a joy to work with. He was a 
kind and devoted pastoral priest with a sharp 
mind. 

"His views were always worth hearing on a wide 
range of pastoral or administrative issues. He 
raised many a smile with his gorgeously dry sense 
of humour. We shall miss him greatly. May he rest 
in peace." 
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WE WILL REMEMBER THEM 


CONTINUING our regular series commemo¬ 
rating the 100th anniversaries all men from 
Lyme Regis and the surrounding areas who 
died in the First World War, this year we re¬ 
member the Battle of Jutand on May 31st 
1916 and all local men who fell or took part. 
With thanks to Vernon Rattenbury of the 
Royal British Legion for the research. 

Battle of Jutand on May 31st 1916 

The battle took place on May 31st 1916 in the 
North Sea, off the mainland of Denmark be¬ 
tween the British Grand Fleet, under Admiral 
Jelico and the German High Seas Fleet, under 
Admiral Scheer. 

Altogether some 250 ships took part in the ac¬ 
tion in which more than 6,000 British and 2,500 
German sailors died. Both sides claimed victory 
in this indecisive battle but strategically, Jutland 
proved as decisive as the Battle of Trafalgar and 
Britain retained control of the North Sea. 

Many men from Lyme Regis and the surround¬ 
ing parishes took part, five of whom were killed 
in action. Here we remember both those who 
died and those who returned.

Police work with Alzheimer's 
Society to create 'Safe Havens' 


DORSET Police is working in partnership with the 
Alzheimer's Society to establish'Safe Havens'a local 
initiative which aims to make people with dementia 
and related conditions safe in their communities and 
homes. 

The Safe Havens will be located in approved care 
homes or day centres, where anyone who is living 
with dementia and other related conditions can 
temporarily go if they are confused in public or are 
unable to provide sufficient information to be taken 
home. 

Police officers or police community support offi¬ 
cers (PCSOs) will escort the individual to a Safe 
Haven and ensure they receive the appropriate care 
from staff there. 

Alzheimer's Society research, carried out with peo¬ 
ple who have dementia, asked participants what 
they felt were the biggest barriers to taking part in 
their local community. 

The research revealed that nearly 70 per cent were 
concerned about becoming confused and lost while 
in public (Alzheimer's Society's Dementia Report 
2013). 

The Safe Havens project aims to address these con¬ 
cerns and make people who have dementia related 
conditions feel comfortable and assured in their 
local areas. 

Jo Maylon, services manager at Alzheimer's Soci¬ 
ety in Dorset, said: "Safe Havens are part of a wider 
project seeking to keep people with dementia safe, 
but also to improve their ability to remain independ¬ 
ent and have choice and control over their lives. 

"We want to ensure that communities across 
Dorset are dementia-friendly. For this we need com¬ 
mitment from across the community, so it is hugely 
important that we can work alongside our neigh¬ 
bourhood police. 

"According to research we carried out in 2014, 34 
per cent of people with dementia did not feel part 
of their community. We know this is partly because 
they lack confidence and are concerned they will be¬ 
come confused when they are out in public. 


"We hope that this joint initiative will help mitigate 
these concerns and bring people who may feel 
lonely or isolated back into the community." 

Dorset Police and Alzheimer's Society are looking 
for care homes and day centres to be part of the 
scheme. 

The locations will be open to people with demen¬ 
tia and other related conditions that members of the 
public, PCSOs or police officers have concerns about, 
or who have self-presented to a location such as a 
shop. 

Simon Thorneycroft, mental health co-ordinator at 
Dorset Police, said: "Dorset Police is proud to be 
working in partnership with Alzheimer's Society and 
Dorset Dementia Action Alliance. 

"The Safe Havens will allow the police to provide a 
secure and comfortable setting for vulnerable indi¬ 
viduals, while they make enquiries to identify them 
and ensure they receive the right care. 

"The locations will all be voluntary and their assis¬ 
tance is key to making the scheme work. 

"The scheme clearly demonstrates that partners 
working together can provide appropriate assis¬ 
tance of the highest standard to individuals and 
their families at times of great concern, which can 
be very distressing." 

Martyn Underhill, Dorset Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner (PCC), is the chairman of the PCC mental 
health working party. 

He said: "Dementia effects one in every 79 people 
across the country and, with an aging population in 
Dorset, it is vital we safeguard every member of our 
community, especially our most vulnerable. 

"Safe Havens provide a welcoming environment 
for those living with dementia and other related 
conditions and I would encourage as many organi¬ 
sations as possible to support the scheme."

BBQ Tip 1 A Long Soak 

Marinated food tastes great and grills better, as 
apart from enhanced flavour, it also helps pro¬ 
tect food against high grill temperatures. Nor¬ 
mally the longer the better, but a simple tip to 
cut marinating time is to place food in a sealed 
plastic bag, massage in marinade and place in 
fridge. This cuts marinating time by half. 

BBQ Tip 2 Low & Slow 

BBQ is not a race against time, so don't grill too 
quickly or on too high a heat as this causes food 
to burn on the outside whilst being under 
cooked in the middle. The trick is to 'sear on 
high' and then take it 'low and slow'. It helps if 
the grill-bars are well oiled, but don't turn food 
to often as this reduces heat.

Their factory in 
Goodwood successfully produces and 
sells hundreds of high quality vehicles 
every year and the sister plant in Ox¬ 
ford makes the best selling “Mini” 
range. Should Brexit rupture this 
highly productive Anglo, German 


teamwork? Don’t tell me that British 
Leyland and the old Rolls Royce will 
somehow magically reincarnate into 
profitable businesses. They won’t. 

My niece has created her own restau¬ 
rant in France with support from a 
French bank. With her EU/British pass¬ 
port, she enjoys the same rights and 
privileges as any of the local inhabi¬ 
tants. She has complete freedom to 
trade. Don’t tell me that my lovely 
niece, an "immigrant" after all, will 
have more opportunities should Brexit 
carry the day. She won’t! 

My stepson is married to Ulrika, an 
Austrian. They plan to live and work in 
Vienna. My daughter’s partner has an 
Italian passport and my other niece has 
a French husband. I could go on, but 
the point is that our family, a Lyme 
Regis family, is already truly integrated 
in Europe, as are millions of other fam¬ 
ilies. 

We have the privilege of civilised 
border control while enjoying freedom 
of movement; freedom to trade. If the 
Brexit lobby has its way, we would see 
the return of policed borders and work 
visas. For my family and for UK citi¬ 
zens as whole, things would be much 
worse.

Appeal for details on 
Lyme and Uplyme mills 


WILLIAM Boon (1793-1842) and his 
brother James (1751-1855) inherited 
a Blanket Mill at Mill Lane, Uplyme, 
from their father John, who also had 
at one time also owned another mill 
at Lyme Regis with Henry Stanton, 
and turned it into a succesful busi¬ 
ness. 

Eventually, ownership of the mill 
passed on to James' son, also called 
James (1819-1887). Unfortunately, 
the mill at Uplyme burned down in 
1866 and the factory and its con¬ 
tents were destroyed. 

Richard Bull at Lyme Regis Mu¬ 
seum has carried out a great deal of 
valuable research on the mills in 
Lyme Regis and Uplyme and inter¬ 
ested persons can view his research 


papers online at www.lymeregismu- 
seum.co.uk. 

Bryan Boon, a descendent of 
William and James Boon, has also 
carried out extensive research on 
the two mills but has so far not come 
across any meaningful illustrations 
of either property or photographs of 
the Uplyme mill or its mill workers. 

If any readers have any copies of il¬ 
lustrations or photographs that they 
may have of the two mills, or written 
accounts, these would be appreci¬ 
ated.

Lyme Regis rowers go oar-to-oar with world’s best! 


A WEEKEND of emotional highs and 
lows were experienced by all who at¬ 
tended this year’s World Championship 
Pilot Gig racing competition on the Isles 
of Scilly. 

And for the Lyme Regis Gig club this 
was no exception, with notable achieve¬ 
ments and some disappointments 
thrown in for good measure. 

After committed land and water train¬ 
ing fitness sessions throughout the win¬ 
ter months for the competitive squad, it 
was time to ‘go to work’. 

The weekend’s event would take the 
form of a Men’s and Ladies Vets (40<) 
and Supervets (50<) race on the Friday 
evening, over a 1.8 mile course from St 
Agnes to St Mary’s harbour. 

From a start line wider than the length 
of the course, the Ladies race was under¬ 
way in more favourable conditions than 
last year. 

The Ladies Vets in Black Ven crossed 
the line in a respectable 18th place from 
a field of 48 boats, with the Supervets in 
Rebel finishing in a very commendable 


9th place from 25 starters. 

After a quick crew change on St 
Mary’s beach, it would be the Men’s 
turn to row out to the start line for their 
race, covering the same course. 

This race would be the same as the 
ladies but a second Supervets boat was 
entered by the Lyme team. The Men’s 
Vets fought a sterling battle with the 
main front-runners to eventually cross 
the line in 4th place from 36 entrants - 
an exceptional performance! 

The Supervets (1) crew crossed the 
line in 6th place with the second Super¬ 
vets crew finishing in 14, both from a 
field of 32 crews. 

All of the Lyme club’s finishing posi¬ 
tions were significantly higher than last 
year. A great result for the Club, racing 
amongst the best in the world. 

The remainder of the weekend would 
take in another four races, which would 
ultimately determine the group stand¬ 
ings in the World Championship final on 
the Sunday. 

Each group would accommodate 12 


boats with the top two promoted to the 
next highest group and the bottom two 
go down a group. 

A repeat of the longer St Agnes to St 
Mary’s race on the Saturday morning 
saw Lyme’s Men’s A crew earn the top 
slot, group A, for the start of the heats 
on Saturday afternoon. This would mean 
a chance to go for the title if they stayed 
in this group throughout the weekend. 

They maintained their standing going 
into the second heat on the Sunday 
morning, so were still in the running. 
Frustratingly, they were just pipped on 
the line by the 10th placed boat which 
meant they would start the final race in 
group B. 

From the start they made an impres¬ 
sion on the rest of the pack, gradually 
forging ahead to take the lead and it 
looked as though they were going to 
earn themselves a podium finish for 
Group B but it went to a photo finish on 
the line with the victory eventually 
being awarded to the St Mary’s boat Tre- 
garthens. 


This meant the crew had finished 14th 
in the world, 10 places higher than last 
year. 

The Men’s B team started the heats in 
group E and another drama was about to 
unfold as the start did not go well. A 
minor technical issue outside of their 
control meant the Lyme crew did not 
hear the pre-start command and were 
last off the line. 

They made up ground on the remain¬ 
der of the pack but couldn’t quite gain 
the two places required for them to at 
least stay in the group. However, the 
next heat was to change their overall 
fate. 

In this race they had to finish in the top 
two to go back up to group E and did so 
in style, finishing with a lead of two to 
three boat lengths. 

So, a group E finish was to be their 
overall achievement, finishing 6th in the 
final race. An improvement of six posi¬ 
tions on last year. 

The Men’s C team played the consis¬ 
tency game, not dropping any groups 
through all of their heats, starting and 
finishing in group G. Although, they 
narrowly missed promotion to group F 
by one position, finishing 3rd in their 
first heat. 

The emotional roller coaster didn’t 
stop at the Men’s heats as the Ladies 
crews took to the water in their attempt 
to make their mark on the weekend’s 
proceedings. 

After the initial qualifier, the Ladies B 
team found themselves in group J for the 
first heat. This race would see them haul 
Black Ven' across the line in the top two 
places, earning them promotion into 
group I for the next heat. 

The competition grew stronger with 
every remaining heat and consequently 
they couldn’t hang on to their group 


standing, finishing in the bottom two, 
relegating them back down to group J, 
which is where they would remain in the 
final race. 

The Ladies C team were a crew put to¬ 
gether in the weeks leading up to the 
championships, having very little time 
to train together. The team consisted of 
some of Lyme’s ladies complimented by 
some of the ladies from neighbouring 
Bridport Gig club, coxed by Bridport’s 
Mark Vanstone. 

Luck was not on their side, however, 
as after the initial selection heat in group 
G, they couldn't quite maintain their 
group position, dropping by two groups 
before the final. 

But their disciplined approach and de¬ 
termination meant they finished consid¬ 
erably higher than other more 
established teams in their category.

THIS match once again suggested the fu¬ 
ture of West Dorset football looks bright 
as Bridport Primary retained the Kenway 
Cup, this time against a dogged display 
from St Catherine’s writes Stuart Broom. 

A large crowd of around 150 were cap¬ 
tivated by an absorbing game that saw 
Bridport Primary School (BPS) dominate 
the first half but fail to take full advantage 
of the chances they created.
